WASHINGTON. Dec. 2.-Con- 
jjrrss met promptly nt noon toilay 
ior the short Kiaion that will 
teraiMte wtth the iacomin^ of the 
Democratic administration March 
4, Crowded galleries lookril down 
on the animated scene on the lloor 
aad Speaker Clark in the House 
and Senator Bacon pmiding in the 
Scnntc, rapist! thr respcetift bodlM 
to order at 11! o'clock. 

It waa aot qaitc 12 when Sena- 
tor Hncon, prrsidi-iit pro tciii took 
the chair at the deiik ol the late 
Vice I'residcnt SherMMW aad rapped 
for ordrr in the Senate. Senators 
surged throuj^h the doors at the 
last moment and it took sometitne 
to secure order for the prayer l>y 
the chaplain, Her. U. G. V. Pierce. 

Tailtirc of nienil)ers f)f tlie House 
to reach the tloor delayed the o|)en> 
ing of tha laaiioD ita the House 
about IS niantea after the hour of 
noon. 

When speaker Clark climbed the 
•tairs of the roatmm he was greet- 
ed by applause and checre from the 
ftoor and crowded galleries. When 
the praytr was concluded % burst 
'of applause greeted Representative 
Wiilinm Sulzer, Oovernor-elect ol 
New York, as he took his seat. The 
roll call hj States followed. 

.Wbca the name of former Speaker 
Cannon was called the mem tiers 
rose and applauded the veteran 
legislator, whoee aerTices at this 
■eeeion will conclnde forty years in 
the halls of Con>>re9!i. "I'ncle Joe" 
•rose in his place and bowed hio ac- 
knowledgement of the greeting. 

After the adoption of the custo- 
mary resolutiou lu appoint mem- 
bers ot a joint committee to notify 
the President that Congress had 
asaenbled. Senator Lodge moved 
that the Senate meet tomorrow at 
XI o'clock. It was adopted with- 
out debate, the purpose being to 
fjive time (or the rtailin;^ ol 
President Taft's message belore the 
hoar set belbn the coavfniag of the 
Archbald court of impaaebment at 
12:30 o'clock. 

Senator Root gave the Senate the 
formal notification of the death ol 
Vice President Sherman. Resolu- 
tions were ailopli-d couvcvin;; the 
Senate's sympathy to the wife of 
the late Vtte President. Senator 
Ilorali presented the notilicatinn of 
the death ol bis colleague, Senator 
Heyburn, aad Seaator Smith ol 
Maryland, that of the death ol 
Seaator Rayiier. Again resolutions 
of sorrow were adopted and after a 
aeiaion ol 23 minutes the Senate 
adjonrned oat ol respect to the 
memories of Vice rresident Sht rman 
and Senators Rayncr and lleyburo. 

Fonr new awmhsfs were sworn 
in in the House. Thev were Lewis 
L. Morgan of Louinianu, who suc- 
ceeds the late Kepretieutatives 
WiikUflc: Archibald Hart, who 
suecseds KepresentatiTe Hughes ol 
New icrMv, elected to the Senate; 
Gcoriie C. ^co|i, who succeeds the 
late Representative Hnbhard ol 
Iowa, iinil Hilwiii A Merrill, » li 
Mucerds the late Kepretcniativt 
t -ciirge llarley from New York.

The following article in the Times 
Star ol Cincinnati, giver a full ac- 
count ol the wedding and details 
which we are glad to-copy: 

NEWPORT, KY., Nov. 30.— 

Conj^rcssiiiiii CaUli Powers cil the 
Eleventh congressional districl of 
Kentucky, who was held a prisoner 
for years in connection with the al 
l.'ged murder of Senator William 
(•oehel, was iinitrd in marriage 
this week to .Miss Anna Dorothy 
Kanfman at the latter's home 331 
Cohinihi.'i strict, Newport. The 
marriage ceremony was perlormed 
by Jodge Harry Aawkias of New- 
port, an intimate .firiead of the 
bridegroom. 

Miss Kanfman, wiio is a college- 
bred woman, formerly resided in 
St. Bernard, Ohio, and isthednngh. 
ter lit the l ite rr.inl. I\:iiilinan, 
who was one ol Cincinnati's promi- 
nent capitalists. Her uncle, the Iste 
Henry Iniwallc, w;i-.foi- m.-»ny years 
mayor ol St. Hernard and one of its 
leading business men. 

Shortly after the marriage cere- 
mony was concluded the couple de- 
parted on an extended trip throu^-li 
the East before making their home 
in Washington. 

.\!r I'divci s r iiiu- troiii his home 
Uarbourville several days ago and 
registered at the Sintoa. 

The wedding lollows a pretty ro- 
mance ill llic lite of the man, whose 
battle lor Ireedoiii won him SUCh 
fame that be was elected to con- 
gress. 

One siiiiiiiier alienuion seven 
years ago while a prisoner in the 
Newport jail, where he Was being 
held as an accomplice In the murder 
of Seaator Cioebel, Congressinan 
Caleb Powers was visitied by a 
golden-haired little girl who had 
brought flowers to him and now 
this girl has liecome his bride. 

The attennants were Bernard 
Ploeger and Miss Kdith Kaufman, 
sister of the bride Onlv iiiiiiiedialc 
friends of the couple were present. 

Mr. Powers was a prisoner at 
the Newport Jail from July 11. 1005, 
until early in Jnne of the following 
year. Every day Miss Kaufman 
visited the prisoner. Powers was 
finally removed from the Newport 

jail to the one in ('icur;;ct(iwii .\lis^ 

Kaufman continued to make visits j 
to the prisoa in that etty. 

Finally, by a pardon, issued by 
Governor .Augustus I;. Wilson, 
Powers was freed. The setae ef 
the love making was shifted to the 
home ol the bride's parents in the 
house across the street from the 
Newport jail- 

The engagement of Mr. Powers 
and .Miss Kaiilmaii h.is existed lur 
for several luouibs. The approach- 
lag wadding was kept a secret, u 
was stated, because the family de- 
sired the aiarriage as (|uiet as pos-
